Your  Worship,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  submit  my  Report  for  1952. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population,  including  H.M. 
Forces  stationed  in  the  area,  was  52,300,  which  is  an  increase  of 
750  on  the  estimated  figure  for  1951. 

There  are  13,140  dwellings  on  the  rate  book  including  832 
dwellings  attached  to  business  premises  which  gives  an  average 
number  of  3.98  persons  per  dwelling,  as  compared  with  3.19  for 
England  and  Wales  (Census  1951). 

There  were  812  live  births  and  18  still  births.  The  Birth  Rate 
was  15.53,  showing  a slight  decrease  on  the  rate  for  last  year. 

Five  hundred  and  forty-seven  deaths  were  registered  of  which 
half  were  due  to  disease  of  the  Heart  Blood  Vessels.  Cancer  caused 
94  deaths  ; Respiratory  Disease  46  ; Tuberculosis  25  and  Accidents 
15.  (See  page  7 for  Death  Rates). 

Thirty  babies  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year,  and  the 
same  number  died  in  1951.  Two  thirds  of  the  deaths  occurred  within 
one  week  of  birth  and  were  associated  with  Congenital  Deformity, 
Birth  Injury  or  Prematurity.  Infections  caused  5 deaths.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  high  when  compared  with  that  for  England 
and  Wales  and  towns  of  a similar  size  to  Chatham  (See  page  8). 

Infectious  Diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis  see  page  14). 

There  were  ii  deaths  from  Pneumonia  and  i from  Menin- 
gococcal Infection. 

Only  I case  of  Dysentery  was  notified  as  compared  with  46  in 

1951- 

Of  4 cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  3 occurred  in  children  under  15 
years  of  age.  There  were  no  deaths. 

One  hundred  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified.  Eight  were 
admitted  to  hospital. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-five  cases  of  Measles  and  253  of 
Whooping  Cough  were  notified,  of  which  20  per  cent  were  in  respect 
of  children  under  2 years  of  age.  There  was  one  death  from 
Whooping  Cough. 

Primary  Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  given  to  655  children 
and  511  persons  received  Primary  Smallpox  Vaccination. 
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Tuberculosis 

The  number  of  registered  cases  is  420.  There  has  been  a steady 
rise  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  past  four  years  which 
is  attributed  to  improved  methods  of  diagnosis  and  mass  radiography. 

Housing 

Of  128  houses  erected,  98  were  built  by  the  local  authority. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  on  6 houses  and  20  houses  were 
demolished  in  pursuance  of  demolition  orders. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting 
list  for  rehousing  by  the  Corporation  was  2,252. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  houses  were  connected  to  the 
public  sewer,  of  which  69  were  from  existing  houses  on  cesspool 
drainage,  the  remainder  being  from  new  houses. 

Extensions  were  made  to  the  foul  sewers,  a total  of  1,840  yards 
being  laid  (see  page  24) . 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Monthly  analyses  of  the  substances  polluting  the  air  continue 
to  be  made.  One  of  the  analyses  is  for  sulphur  derivatives  which 
are  respiratory  irritants.  The  results  show  that  in  the  winter 
months,  when  solid  fuel  consumption  in  domestic  grates  is  at  its 
maximum,  the  sulphur  gases  in  the  air  are  nearly  three  times  greater 
than  in  the  summer  months.  This  indicates  that  much  of  this  air 
contaminant  emanates  from  the  domestic  coal  fire.  It  is  also  in  the 
winter  months,  when  the  coal  consumption  is  highest,  that  the 
notification  of,  and  deaths  from,  lung  diseases  rise  to  three  times 
the  summer  figure,  part  of  which  increase  is,  in  all  probability, 
associated  with  the  increased  air  pollution. 

Much  of  the  information  in  this  report  has  been  supplied  by 
my  colleagues  in  this  and  other  departments,  and  I wish  to  thank 
them  for  this  help  and  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year. 

I also  take  this  opportunity  to  emphasise  the  loyal  service 
which  I have  had  from  all  members  of  the  staff  and  to  tender  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  guidance  and  support  in  the  work  of  this  department.

Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  the  Sanitary  Depot  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1952. 

The  bomb  sites  and  the  spaces  left  by  the  demolition  of  old 
houses  are  fast  becoming  a menace  to  public  health  through  the 
dmnping  of  old  mattresses,  household  and  garden  refuse.  Loads 
of  this  refuse  have  been  disposed  of  so  as  to  prevent  the  breeding  of 
rats,  flies,  mosquitoes,  and  the  general  unsightliness  of  the  neighbour- 
hood. It  is  extraordinary  that  people  should  carry  this  refuse  to  a 
dump  when  they  could  place  it  in  dustbins  in  their  own  yards.  One 
solution  to  this  problem  is  the  utilisation  of  such  sites  for  further 
housing  accommodation.

Adulterated  Samples 

(i)  Sausages  and  Sausage  Meat.  Two  of  these  samples 
contained  excessive  gristle  (9.5  per  cent).  The  matter  was 
reported  to  the  local  authority  in  whose  area  the  samples 
were  purchased.  A third  sample  was  submitted  because  of  a 
peculiar  taste  and  it  was  found  that  the  fat  it  contained 
was  rancid.

Contagious  Diseases  of  Animals  Act 

One  case  of  Swine  Fever  was  reported  and  form  “A”  (Article 
2 and  14)  was  served.  The  case  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
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No  case  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  occurred  in  the  Borough 
of  Chatham,  but  several  occurred  within  a radius  of  approximately 
twenty  miles,  and  the  movement  of  all  animals  had  to  be  authorised 
by  the  issue  of  licences  by  this  Department. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  meat  inspection  tables  (page  31)  that 
many  of  the  animals  slaughtered  on  the  farms  were  brought  to 
Chatham  for  inspection. 

Cesspool  Work 

The  number  of  old  houses  connected  to  the  Corporation  Sewer 
during  the  year  1952  was  69.  This  means  that  some  60  leaking 
cesspools  have  been  abolished. 

708  complaints  of  choked  drains  and  cesspool  overflows  were 
received,  and  it  was  found  possible  to  clear  612  drains  from  obstruc- 
tion.
